(c) The undersigned agrees that if, within twenty days from the 
day named for leaving the proposal, notice that this proposal will be 
accepted by the City shall be mailed him at the business address given 
below, or shall be delivered to him, he will, before 11 o'clock A.M. of 
some day of the six week days next after such mailing or delivery, ap¬ 
pear at the office of the Mayor of the City of Peabody and deliver a 
contract and bond for doing the work, properly executed; the bond is 

to be of a surety company satisfactory to the City, and shall not be 
le3s than 25 per cent of the contract price, and said contract and bond 
to be subject to the approval of the City Solicitor. 

(d) The undersigned further agrees that the certified check pay¬ 
able to the City of Peabody, left herewith, is the property of said 
City, and the amount thereof is the amount of damages which the City 
will sustain by his failure to carry out this proposal; but if this 
proposal is not accepted, or if the undersigned executes and delivers 
said contract and bond, the check or its amount is to be paid to him 
on receipt therefor.
